I think  the  easiest  thing  would  be  to  simply 
use  a call  sign  of  "Gold  King  Mine"  should  anyone  need  to  contact  our  center  via 
8TAC91 . Our  radio  procedures  are  fairly  straightforward. 

If  you  should  need  to  call  us,  key  the  mic  and  say  "Montrose,  Gold  King  Mine  on 
8TAC91 ."  Wait  for  our  comm  officer  to  acknowledge  you  i.e.  "Gold  King  Mine, 
Montrose  go  ahead."  Once  that  happens,  simply  tell  us  what  the  emergency  is  and 
where  we  need  to  send  assistance.  Our  comm  officers  will  prompt  you  for  additional 
information  if  necessary.  Once  they  have  everything  they  need,  we  will  "time  out" 
the  conversation  with  words  to  the  effect  of  "Gold  King  Mine  10-4,  1425"  or 
whatever  time  it  happens  to  be  and  get  help  on  the  way. 

I'll  be  glad  to  arrange  a brief  radio  training  for  your  staff  if  that  would  help  to  answer 
any  questions  they  might  have.  Feel  free  to  give  me  a call  with  any  questions.  My
